The U.S. Office o f Management and 


Budget has bro ught to light a gro wing 


inter-agency jurisdictio nal dispute that 


will hamper the go v ernment s attack 


o n 
illicit 
drug 
traffic 
unless 
it 
i> 


speedily reso lv ed. 


In the last y ear, mo st federal drug 
law enfo rcem ent has been principally 
adm inistered by the Drug Enfo rcem ent 
Administratio n o f the J ustice Depart­ 
ment. 
To impro v e the enfo rcem ent, 
the OMB o rdered the Bo rder Patro l, 
ano ther Department o f J ustice Agency , 
to assum e respo nsibility fo r co m bating 
narco tics sm uggling particularly alo ng 
the M ex ican bo rder. 
The Custo ms Serv ice, a Treasury 
Department 
agency , 
also m aterially 
helps to qurb illicit drug traffic, but 
usually limits its o peratio ns to airpo rts, 
seapo rts, and o ther majo r po ints o f 
entry into the United States. Recently , 
ho wev er, 
a 
special 
Custo ms 
Patro l 
was o rganized to range alo ng the U.S.- 
M ex ican bo rder. 
The Custo ms Serv ice has o bjected 
stro ngly to the OMB pro po sal and sug­ 


gested that the Bo rder Patro l sho uld 
keep its mo re traditio nal ro le o f pre­ 
v enting illegal entry o f aliens into the 
United States. 
Certainly there is no purpo se in hav ­ 
ing two agencies patro lling the sam e 
territo ry . 
The Bo rder Patro l appears 
to be the lo gical agency to do the jo b 
because it co uld wo rk clo sely with the 
Drug Enfo rcement Administratio n — 
agencies o f the sam e department. 
With 4 .000 m iles o f bo rder between 
San 
Diego . 
Calif., 
and 
Bro wnsv ille, 
Tex ., guarding against sm uggling re­ 
quires a single do minant co m mand to 
assure max imum efficiency and co ­ 
o rdinatio n. The present setup that has 
bro ught abo ut the dispute is a w aste 
o f reso urces and will cause a delay in 
the fight against illicit drug traffic. 
It is no t impo rtant who do es the jo b. 
but that the jo b gets do ne to sto p the 
flo w o f aliens and drugs acro ss the 
bo rder 
The 
administratio n 
sho uld 
reso lv e 
the crisis o f autho rity im m ediately . If 
it do es no t. traffic in illegal aliens and 
narco tics will co ntinue to flo urish.

House aides, that material in 
soon to-be released tape record­ 
ings would further damage the 
President's chance to survive 
impeachment.. 
One such aide 


was quoted as saying "A ll hell 
will break loose” when the ma­ 
terial is made public.

Griffin of Michigan called for 
Nixon to resign.

Bob Griese 
and 
Terry 
Bradshaw 
crossed

picket lines Monday but despite 
rumors of wholesale defections. 


the 
play ers 
ranks 
remained 
fairly solid. 
And two New York Jets. John 
Ebersole 
and 
Rob 
Spicer, 
checked 
back 
out 
of 
camp 
Monday and joined the picket 
line after previously crossing 
the line. 
According 
to 
the 
owners* 
figures. 
323 
veterans and 
98 
starters 
have 
checked 
into 
camp. 
Since there 
are 
1.300 
veterans and 572 starters on the 
26 teams, 
the 
play ers 
are 
holding steady with the start of 
the regular season still almost 
six weeks away . 
But the play ers have failed to 
either keep the rookies out of 
camp or to stop the exhibition 


games from being play ed—two 
objectives they mentioned ear­ 
lier. 
The 
play ers’ 
strike, 
though, was a direct result in 
the low attendance at the 12 
exhibition 
games

the 
weekend. The play ers claim the 
owners lost S3 4 million. The 
owners admit they lost money -

doesn't help the play ers if they 
have less money to meet the 
play ers’ financial demands. 
TTie negotiations start at 2 
p m. today with federal media 
tor William Userv try ing to find 
some common ground. 
But John Thompson, execu­

said, 
“we re a long, long way apart. 
We re farther apart than we 
were on March 16. And we re 
no closer together as a result of 
thia weekend. 
The first exhibition weekend 
ended 
Monday 
night 
when 
35.321 
fans paid 
to see the 
Kansas City Chiefs down the 
Detroit Lions 20 12. The Chiefs, 
who sold out the 
78,000 seat 
Arrowhead Stadium for all of 
their 
exhibition 
games 
last 
season, 
originally 
sold 
38.000 
tickets for 
the 
game. 
Eight 
thousand fans asked for refunds 
but 5.000 more bought them at 
the gate for the total of 35.321. 


The 
12 game total 
for the 
weekend was 315.834 — over 
200,000 below the total for the 
first weekend last y ear. 
The play ers are hoping the 
small crowds at the exhibition 
games will force the owners to 
make concessions. 
Ed Garvey , executive direc­ 
tor of the NFLPA, said, “the 
fans have spoken.
